renheit. 
"Pure grain nlcohoi, wines and othe 


liquors may be manufactured or im 
ported into this state for medicinal 
mechanical, scientific and sacramenta 
purposes, and sold for such purpos 
only, and may be sold, exclusively fo 
such purposes by wholesale druggists 
and not otherwise. Denatured alcoho 
may be freely manufactured and sole 
Denatured alcohol is defined ns an a' 
cohol to which has been added gaso 
line, carbolic acid and other sub 
stances rendering it unfit for iuterna 
use, to tue amount of 5 per centum o 
Its volume. 


"Any person who shall vend, sel 


deal or traffic in, or for the purpose c 
evading any law of this state, giv 
away'any intoxicating liquor as herein 
defined, except 
as herein provided 


shall be guilty of a misdemeanor an 
upon conviction shall incur the penal 
ty prescribed therefor. The' act shul 
take effect aud be in force on and ufte:

lish," said Senator Fons, in speaking 
of his new bill.

Bennett Measure Permits Physicians to

Show What Disease Liquor Is 


Needed to Cure.

«ure of affording the biggest light at 
this session of the legislature. Sena- 
tor J, Henry Bennett, Vlmn.ua, has of- 
fered a bill, drastic In Us features, to 
secure a complete eni'orccrnem of the 
dry mandate. Assemblyman Frank B, 
Melctill'o, Milwaukee, has offered a bill 
which declares thai liquors containing 
less than 3 per cent of alcohol shall 
not bo considered n beverage. 


The Metcalfe bill declares lhat the 


manufacture and sale of Intoxicating 
liquors and the transportation of thorn 
except as othersvlsc provided, shall bo 
prohibited: Tho bill then declares: 


"Intoxicating liquor, wlthlu the pur- 


view of said constitutional amendment, 
shall bo construed to be and Include 
all liquors of whatsoever uaiiie or de- 
scription capable of u&c as a bever- 
age containing more than 3 per centum 
of alcohol by weight at 00 degrees Fah- 
renheit. 


"Pure grain alcohol, wines and other 


liquors may be manufactured or Im- 
ported Into this stale for medicinal, 
mechanical, scientific and sacrumenlnl 
purposes, and sold for such purpose 
only, and may be sold, exclusively for 
such purposes by wholesale druggists, 
and not otherwise. Denatured alcohol 
may be freely manufactured and sold. 
Denatured alcohol Is dellnod as an al- 
cohol to which has boon added gaso- 
line, carbolic acid and 
other sub- 


stances rendering it unlit for Internal 
use, to tno umouut of 5 per centum 01 
Its volume, 


"Any 
poison who shall vend, sell, 


deal or trnlllc In, or for the purpose of 
evading any law of this hlulc, glvo 
away any InioxlcalliiR liquor as herein 
defined, except us herein 
provided, 


Hluill bo guilty of ii misdemeanor anil 
upon conviction shall Incur tho penal-

Tho Bennett bill, 140 B., of which 


(5,000 extra copies have just been prlnl- 
ed because of the demand, provides 
for the creation of the olllco of pro- 
hibition commissioner to enforce tlic 
law. U N his duly lo ferret out viola- 
tions of the Inw, and ho has $25,000 
at his disposal to see that the laws are 
obeyed. 
Physicians may make pro- 


scriptions containing liquor, but must 
keep exact record .showing the purpose 
for which tlm liquor is used and the 
disease that it Is intended to cure. 
Only the proprietors of a drug store 
can handle Iho prescription and com- 
pound tho sale. 


Tho Bonnutt measuro permits tho 


manufacture of liquors for medicinal, 
mechanical and sacramental purposies, 
under regulation, Any shift or device 
whatever to evade the provisions of 
this act by the lessee or occupant of 
any building or premises shall, at the

of Iowa, Illinois, Nebraska. Missouri, Indiana, and 
Ohio, while 21,750.000 porkers, or 33.4 per cent, 
an; located in the 15 Southern states, and the 
remaining 2.1.1 per cent are distributed over the 
remaining 27 states of the Union.

ent conditions the South ranks second only to the 
corn belt as the loading pork-producing section of 
the 
country. 
The remarkable fact about the

Needed Wool. 


Tho restrictions placed by Great 


Hrltttin and other countries ou the ex- 
nort of wool and woolen cloth in con- 
nection with the war huvo given tho 
Japanese an Impetus to nwUe the coun- 


try self-supporting In the production 
of wool, says Eastern Commerce. 


IQ the department of agriculture and 


commerce a new section called the 
sheep-raising bureau was recently in- 
augurated for the purpose of encourag- 
ing the sheop-rnislng industry nt home. 
Mr. Nagasaki, an expert of the new 
bureau, Is reported to bave stated in 
this connection that the import of 


wool to Japan last year amounted In 
value to over 52,000,000 yen ($2o,89b,- 
000) and that of woolen cloth to over 
10,000,000 yen ($4,980,000). 


In Japan there are at present some 


3,000 sheep, including 400 each at the 
sheep-raising stations in Chiba, To- 
chigl and Kagoshlmn prefectures. Wool 
obtained from the 3,000 animals each 
year is only 10,000 kin (about 13.300 
pounds), valued at 20,000 yen «W»0). 
There are In that country 5,5c!0,uou 
families of the agricultural class and 
If each ifamily feeds a sheep it is 


thought possible to prevent the import 
of 52,000,000 yen ($25,896,000) tvorth 
of wool. 
The authorities are now im- 


porting sheep from Australia and other 
countries, and it Is expected that 550 
sheep wifl be imported during the cur- 
rent year.

Motortruck Puts the Horse to Flight at Lasl 


T 


HE year 1918 probably saw the climax—the turning point—In the greal 


battle between animal po%ver and gasoline in the United States. The horse 


is at last on the run and the motortruck has put him to flight. For nmnj 
years automobiles have increaiied In 
number and horses have ceased to be 
a factor of any consecpjence for pleas- 
ure driving or transportation of pas- 
sengers. 
Nevertheless they hace in- 


creased in number each year up to 
1918. 
There were a million and three- 


quarters more horses In the Cnlted 
States In 1917 than there were In 1900. 
The tide did not turn until last year, ^ 
when tlie number of horses decreased 
by 21,000, as shown by the report of 
the bureau of crop estimates of the 
department of agriculture. Of course, a large proportion of tills decrease may 
be attributed to the use of horses In war. 
But against this must lie set the 


fact that during the same year hogs Increased In number S.OOO.OOO, sheep 1,000,- 
000, and cattle several hundred thousand. The drain on these latter animals 
for war purposes was undoubtedly much heavier than on horeus. 


It Is also significant that horses showed a sharp decrease In value pet 


head, in spite of war demands and decreased numbers. For the first time In 
a decade they are rated below §100 a head, average value, making a decrease 
in value of horses for the one year of $126,201, while all other classes of ani- 
mals showed large increases.

Texan contributed what should, it seems, be admitted as the last word on the 


question of the origin and meaning of 
"maverick" cattle when he xaKl: 


"Mr. Maverick, a civil engineer by 


profession, went In heavily for land 
that could be bought for five rind ten 
cents an acre. In 18415, while he was 
living temporarily at Decrows Point, 
on the Gulf coast, a neighbor who 
owed him $1,200 paid the debt in cat- 
tle at $3 a head. lie cilc' not want the 
cattle, but took them and put them In 
charge of some negroes, and with his 
family returned to San Antonio. The 


cattle remained on the Gulf until 1853, when they were moved up near San 
Antonio. 
"Mr. Maverick was so occupied with public duties that he gave no atten- 


tion to his herds. They were left to graze at will on the prairies. His uu- 
branded cattle found ou tlie range were referred to as Maverick's, meaning 
that they belonged to the herd of Mr. Maverick. They were so neglected that 
from the original stock of -400 taken over for debt In 1840 he still had just Unit 
number 11 years later, when he sold them to Mr. Tontant de Beauregard, a 
brother of the Confederate general, from whom I bad the story. 


"This, Mr. Chairman, is the true story of the origin of the word 'maverick,'

TAUGHT TO READ AT THREE. 


ITerc is (he story of how nn Ingenious mother 


taught her IIHie son lo rend before ho could talk 
or walk properly. 
All hough not throe, he cnn 


now lead with accuracy and case, yet a normal 
baby. In 1'nct, any boy or girl could be similarly 
taught. 
In this particular cn.se tlio child began to notice 


(he larger Headlines in newspapers nnd to ask In 
baby language what they were, Tho letter H was 
pointed out lo him, nnd for a time he was content 
to look for this. Next Ills mother taught him n 
and A, these being selected (is sufficiently differ- 
ent from II to avoid confusion. The Idcn of the 
letters was thus grasped, and It was easy to teach 
tho boy the entire remaining alphabet. 


Then his mother begun to print letters for him, 


when ho asked for pictures on pieces of paper. 
This was called drawing. Gradually she combined 
the letters In words suited to his experience, such 
as "hors.0" nnd "dog." 
Sometimes ho tried to 


diaw the loiters himself, achieving quite a credit- 
able H at twenty-six months. Also on occasional 
A, F, B, 0 and 55. 


Gradually small letters Instead of capitals were 


drawn for the words lie recognized, and soon he 
know that "dog" and "DOG" meant the same. 
Small cnrdb wore used Instead of bits of paper, 
the words bolng drawn at the top. Thus, step by 
step, ho was taught the appearance of words and 
iettc'rs, until one day his mother took, hjrn on her 
lap nnd rend a simple story to him, pointing to 
each word, the appearance of which hud already 
been Impressed on Ills mind by the card system.
